Writing in his book, ‘‘Crusade 
in Europe,” President Eisen- 
hower said of Zhukov: 

“The marshal seemed to be a 
firm believer in the Communist 
concept. He said that, as he 
saw it, the Soviet system of gov- 
ernment was based upon ideal- 
ism, and ours upon materialism.

Devotion

of my complete repudiation of 
such contentions and my con- 
demnation of all systems that in- 
volved dictatorship, there was 
no doubt in my mind that Mar- 
shal Zhukov was sincere. ... 

“. .. His own adherence to 
the Communistic doctrine 
seemed to come from inner con- 
viction and not from any out- 
ward compulsion.” 


This fact of devotion to commu- 
nism helps bolster the belief that 
the party and the army are now 
together. During Stalin’s last years 
the secret police, under Beria, had 
driven a wedge between the two. 
Marshal Zhukov, who lost favor, 
but who now is back again as a 
military power, naturally would 
want a heavily armed Russia. 

He saw, at close quarters, the 
power and might of this nation’s 
production. 


And. so, the Marshal would be 
insistent that if there is danger 
of war with this country he— 
and the army—must have un- 
limited production of war goods. 


Khrushchev 


I checked through the books 
about Russia—and the boxes of 
clippings and articles. 


The name of Nikita Khrushchev 
appears but seldom. In 1948 he 
was reported as not doing so 
well in his job of integrating his 
old country—the Ukraine—back 
into the Soviet Union, Never too 
happy there, many of its people 
welcomed the Nazi invaders. 
Had Hitler’s Gestapo been friend- 
ly, Hitler might have won in 
Russia. As it was, its terrible 
cruelty drove .the Ukranians 
back to Stalin’s side. 

Gen. Lucius Clay did not 
note him in his book having to 
do with the occupation of Ger- 
many. In Walter Bedell Smith’s 
book, ‘‘My Three Years (as am- 
bassador) in Moscow,” he lists 
him but once. In chapter four 
he notes: “Since the death of 
Andrei Zhdanov in 1948 and the 
unexplained removal of Nikolai 
Voznesensky in 1949, the Polit- 
bureau consists of oe are 
Khrushchev, is one of the il 
named. 


It is Only in the past year that 
he has come to the top. He at- 
tended party con ses. in 
Poland, Prague, Pelping. Al- 
ways he was violently anti- 
American. He opened the vast 
interior plains of Siberia to’the 
plow, founding new farm col- 
lectives. 


It must be his decision to have 
no blood purge. It is an old adage 
in American politics that “‘few 
die and none resign.’’ And cer- 
tainly ._Malenkov is unique in 
that he was allowed to live in 
Russia’s politics. 

But it is just possible they will 
have to kill Malenkov. 

He gave the people a larger 
slice of life’s cake ... more 
food, more goods, more freedom 
from tension and terror. 

It may be the new regime, re- 
turning to pressure and oppres- 
sion, may have to liquidate the 
fat figure—lest he acquire the 
power of the discontented.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (?—The Senate, by the over- 


whelming vote of 64-6, tonight ratified the Formosa de- 
fense treaty. 


The pact, signed with the Chi, 
nese Nationalist regime of Chiang 
Kai-shek, commits the United 
States to defend Formosa, 
Chiang’s bastion, and the nearby 
Pescadores, against the Chinese 
Reds. - 

The Senate vote was far in ex- 
cess of the constitutional réquire- 
ment that treaties must obtain 
approval of two-thirds of those 
voting. The Senate decision com- 
pleted action, since treaties are 
not submitted to the House. The 
Chinese have already ratified. 

The lopsided approval of the 
Formosa treaty followed relative- 
ly brief debate. The six senators 
who voted ‘“no’’ were Chavez 
(D-NM), Gore (D-Tenn), Kefau- 
ver (D-Tenn), Lehman (D-Lib- 
NY), Langer (R-ND) and Morse 
(Ind-Ore). 

Sen. George (D-Ga), chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee which reported the 
treaty only yesterday, called it 
“in a sense the keystone to our 
Western Pacific defense chain.” 

Morse offered two amendments 
which were soundly defeated.

The action came as the Atla 
Council Parent-Teachers meet 
that an additional $2,000,000 be 
provided for school operations as 
requested in budget “‘B,”’ which 
also has the approval of the 
Board of Education. 


Budget “A’”’ calls for an outlay 
ot $13,534,919 compared to $15.- 
571,472 for budget ‘‘B.’’ 

Hartsfield approved budget 
“A"’ after conferring with City 
Attorney Jack Savage, and indi- 


cated he would sanction budget | 


“B”’ if income to finance it is 


provided by the Legislature in a| 
proposed three-mill tax increase. | 


He also said that bare essentials 
are provided in budget ‘“‘A”’ and 
that some revision may be need- 
ed to operate for the year unless 
additional funds are forthcoming. 


The “‘B” budget would raise 
the existing seven-mill special tax 
levy for schools to 10 mills. 

It also would provide funds to 
émploy an additional 100 school 
teachers for new schools which 
will be completed by next fall;

of teachers from $210 to $222 
monthly; for a $400,000 painting

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Zhukov Selection 
Offers Some Hope 


Ghe new Soviet regime is getting 
under way much as expected Molotov'’s 
initial saber rattling Tuesday was fol- 
lowed yesterday by a boastful. threaten- 
ing speech by Soviet Marshal Ivan 
Konev. At the same time it was an- 
nounced that Marshal Zhukov had been 
sppointed minister of defense to succeed 
Marshal Bulganin. 

President Eisenhower, meanwhile, has 
reacted to the bombast and the threats in 
@ sane and wise manner. He reassured the 
country and the free world at his press 
conference yesterday by calling atten- 
tion to an obvious fact: The shakeup in 
the Soviet high command reflects internal 
dissatisfaction in Russia. 

The appointment of Zhukov could be 
highly significant. It is especially so since 
President Eisenhower and the former So- 
viet commander in Germany established 
a friendly workable relationship in the 
early stages of the occupation. Zhukov is 
known to Eisenhower as a reasonable 
man. He invited the President to Russia 
at the close of World War Il, a trip that 
the Allied commander recalls most vividly. 

Zhukov is a hero to the Russian army 
end to the Russian people. His personal 
popularity and his friendship with then 
Gen. Eisenhower resulted in his being 
banished by Stalin into an obscure com- 
mand following the war. This occurred at 
about the time the marshal was sched- 
uled to visit the United States on Eisen- 
hower’s invitation. 

Zhukov was recalled to Moscow fol- 
lowing the death of Stalin and the army 
has gained increasing prominence in So- 
viet political affairs since that time. It 
remains to be seen just how’ prominent 
that role has become and whether the 
Eisenhower-Zhukov friendship can be 
used to establish a more reasonable re- 
lationship with the Soviet government. 

Meanwhile, reaction in Western Europe 
to the changes in Moscow is not prom- 
ising. They are creating a new wave of 
fear that offers a threat to rearmament of 
Western Germany and ratification of the 
Paris pacts. Marshal Konev, for instance, 
warned Britain of atomic warfare, saying 
of Gen. Montgomery, “People who live in 
glass houses should not throw stones.” 
Of all nations, Britain is perhaps the most 
vulnerable to atomic attack. 

The President reassures Western 
Europe that this nation’s fundamental 
policies will not be changed. Increased 
Soviet pressure should be met with im- 
mediate ratification of the Paris agree- 
ments and closer unity in the free world. 

The situation is dangerous. The strug- 
gle within Russia could result in a miscal- 
culation that could lead to war. The 
threats by Molotov and Konev, on the 
one hand, could be attempts to hide So- 
viet weaknesses...during this uncertain 
period. 

Appointment’ of Zhukov offers some 
hope that a better relationship soon may 
be established betweer the United States 
and Russia. 

On the other hand, the new Swviet 
strong man, Nikita Khrushchev, is violent- 
ly anti-American and committed to the 
doctrines of world conquest laid down by 
Lenin and Stalin. The United States is the 
only obstacle to realizaton of that objec- 
tive. Until we know that the objective has 
been abandoned, there can be no relaxa- 
tion of defenses nor of our efforts to or- 
ganize the free world to resist. 
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Airport Aid Program 
Should Be Stepped Up 


Mayor Hartsfield has been in Wash- 
ington beating the drums for the Atlania 
airport as well as the other landing fields 
of the nation. 

The object of his trip was to urge Con- 
gress to divide $100,000,000 each year 
among American cities for an airport im- 
provement program. Once upon a time 
Congress was generous with federal funds 
for airport expansion, but the present ad- 
ministration has cut the flow down to a 
trickle. 

Atlanta’s airport needs improving, a 
point that apparently is more obvious to 
the average airline passenger than it is to 
the mayor. He does admit, however, that 
the “temporary” passenger termina! has 
some flaws and some day might be re- 
placed if the Federal Government resumes 
its program of aid. 

Airports are vital to defense as well as 
to the business health of the nation. It 
does seem odd that, of all programs, the 
military and business-minded Eisenhower 
administration would economize on. this 
one. 


‘Among Our Blessings, 
Count the 4-H Clubs 


The Georgia 4-H Clubs celebrate their 
60th anniversary this year, truly a golden 
jubilee. 

Organizations come and go and cele- 
brate anniversaries and are forgotten, but 
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the work and the accomplishments of this 
particular group will go on and on. Agri- 
cultural diversifitation has come to Geor- 
gia, and a great part of the credit belongs 
to the 4-H members and their guiding 
county agents. Domestic science has be- 
come just that instead of a high-sounding 
phrase, and a great part of the credit must 
go to 4-H members and home demon- 
stration agents. 

The movement began with the forma- 
tion of a Boys’ Corn Club in Newton 
County in 1905, and since has grown into 
a way of life. Projects covering every 
phase of farming, homemaking and the 
improvement of home communities suc- 
ceed each other in dizzying succession. 

The group now has its $2,500,000 
center at Rock Eagle Park. as well as 
other camps over the state. These centers 
are for education as well as recreation, 
and from them good citizenship and the 
knowledge of better methods and newer 
ways of farming and homemaking are 
spread over the state. 

The face of Georgia has been changed 
by the boys and girls of the 4-H Clubs. 
They grow up to become community 
trail blazers, leaders in all the worthwhile 
pursuits, and workers for a better 
Georgia. 


Split GOP Delegation 
Would Be Nothing New 


The anti-Eisenhower faction in the 
Georgia Republican Committee dies hard. 
Defeated and unseated at the GOP Na- 
tional Convention in 1952, and defeated 
in three tests in the Georgia State Com- 
mittee, its leader now insists this will mean 
a split Georgia delegation at the next 
Republican convention. One is tempted to 
ask just what it is this faction is losing 
which makes it so persistent in the fight to 
gain control of patronage. 

A split delegation to the next conven- 
tion will be nothing new. This faction 
which has never made an attempt to build 
a party in Georgia has always opposed any 
faction which did. If, as it now looks, 
President Eisenhower will again be the 
nominee in 1956, the anti-Eisenhower fac- 
tion must know very well in 1955 what 
will happen to it in 1956. Once more, it 
will not be seated. 

As a sideline observer of the Republi- 
can struggle in Georgia, we can only re- 
peat that the faction presently headed by 
William B. Shartzer has remained loyal 
to President Eisenhower's crusade. It is 
the first Republican organization in the 
history of the state which has honestly 
attempted to build a second party. Surely, 
the National Committee must be cognizant 
to this. 

At any rate, The Atlanta Constitution, 
which has for many years urged and sup- 
ported the creation of a two-party system 
in Georgia, sincerely commends the Shart- 
zer faction and trusts that it will not 
weary in the fight to establish in Georgia 

a state-wide Republican Party. 
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Ike’s Education Plan 


Admits Serious Crisis 


President Eisenhower's proposal to au- 
thorize $1,120,000,000 in federal grants 
and loan guarantees to aid the states in 
carrying out a needed $7,000,000,000 
school construction program is the first 
concrete administration proposal for fed- 
eral aid to education. Many Democrats 
say it.does not go far enough. 

The move has been interpreted to head 
off Democratic criticism of the lack of so- 
cial welfare legislation from the Eisen- 
hower administration. Congressional at- 
tention to the matter of a shortage ‘of 
340,000 classrooms in the nation spurred 
the administration to action. 

The President’s proposal seems sen- 
sible on the surface. It carries out his 
“partnership” idea with states and local 
communities. It carefully avoids encroach- 
ment on the latter in “states’ rights.” It 
encourages communities to pass bond is- 
sues to finance their own school expan- 
s10ns. 

The plan as offered by Eisenhower does 
not seem to threaten local responsibility 
for conduct of education. In other words, 
the federal government is not proposing to 
take over the public schools. It is offering, 
however, assistance to states and local 
communities in overcoming a drastic prob- 
lem. 

Real danger of the plan, as in all other 
proposals of federal aid to schools, is that 
it could become another move by which 
states and local communities would at- 
tempt to shift their responsibilities to the 
federal government. With that, of course, 
would come eventual federal control of the 
schools. 

But the nation faces a crisis in its 
schools. If federal aid can be accepted as 
a temporary measure to alleviate that 
crisis, it should receive long and favorable 
consideration by the Congress.

Moscow's recent disclosure that the requirements of heavy industry 
would again be accorded high priority treatment is not quite the sen- 
sational change of course it looked when the first reports came in. 

Now that the full text of the Pravda article of Jan. 24. written 
by editor Dmitri T. Shepilov, is available, it is evident that the Soviet

food has not been ignored, 


Yet there has been a marked change of emphasis from consumer 


goods and food production to heavy 


It started toward the end of last 
October when the Paris agree- 
ments were drawn up and was 
highlighted by Mr. Shepilov’s arti- 
cle and the resignation of Dep- 
uty Prime Minister Anastas A. 
Mikoyan as Minister of Trade. It 
is believed to have its origin in 
the following considerations: 


1. Soviet leaders are determined 
to offset the disappointment over 
the much-too-slow progress in the 
promised “‘steep rise of living con- 
ditions’’ by means of an active 
foreign policy which flatters the 
institutional state-patriotism of the 
upper classes. There is nothing 
the men and women on the govern- 
mental and managerial fringe are 
more proud of than their country’s 
status in Communist China, North 
Korea, and North Vietnam. 

Just as Communist China has 
promised to support the U.SS.R. 
and the European people's \de- 
mocracies in their “defense” 
against the allege. danger of Ger- 
man-American aggression, Moscow 
has backed up Peking repeatedly 
in the Formosa issue. Hardly any 
responsible observer thinks the So- 
viets desire to go to war, but a 
mgger effort by Soviet and satel- 
lite heavy industries and public 
references to arms production in 
Moscow, Warsaw, and Prague 
must make the Communist Chinese 
menace to Formosa appear more 
formidable. 

2. The loud insistence on more 
heavy industrial production in or- 
der to make the country stronger 


industry and defense requirements. 


ments had been signed and rose to 
crescendo as the prospects for 
ratification improved. 

3. From the very start the So- 
viets seem to have had misgivings 
as to whether the simultaneous 
drive for a more powerful heavy 
industry and for more food and 
consumer goods could be main- 
tained. 

The Soviet leaders now evident- 
ly have reached the conclusion 
that they cannot at the same time 
boost heavy industry and consu- 
mer goods and food production. 
T*e tightening of the international 
situation serves as a pretext for 
maintaining the priority-rating of 
heavy industry which, in fact, 
never had been abandoned. 

4. The emergency consumer 
goods and food program into 
which the Soviets since 1953 have 
sunk about 100 billion rubles (25 
billion dollars at the exaggerated 
official rate) has largely failed as 
far as the needs of the broad 
masses are concerned. 

Today, the food program is even 
further off schedule than that of 
the consumer goods industries. 
Judging by the catastrophic live- 
stock figures published in the plan 
report for 19544, meat and dairy 
supply can be assured only through 
massive imports which add to the 
financial strain and. incidentally, 
are being paid for increasingly by 
such products of heavy industry 
as pig | crude oil, minerals 
end ines. Under these circum- 
stances, the beating of drums over 
the successes of heavy industry 
may be a means of making the 
people forget what had been prom- 
ised to them for this year.

This is a human element, the 
very essence of education — the 
teachers. Not only is there a short- 
age, but teachers are by and large 
underpaid which, conversely, is 
primarily responsible for the short- 
age. Young people are diverted 
into more remunerative callings, 
as the President recognized. 

He called the teacher shortage 
“less obvious but ultimately more 
dangerous than the classroom 
shortage.”’ 

For this he offered no solution, 
however, other than to express his 
belief that state school conferences 
now under way, along with the 
massive building program he en- 
visaged, would arouse our people 
to a community concern for edu- 
cation “unparalleled in our _his- 
tory,” he put it, which ‘will serve 
to advance the teaching profession 
to the position it should enjoy.” 

It seems to be generally ac- 
cepted now, both in the adminis- 
tration and in Congress, that 
teachers are outside the pale of 
federally sponsored rescue plans 
for our educational system. No one 
any longer suggests they be in- 
cluded. However, it is interesting 
to recall that in the federal-aid- 
to-education bill sponsored a few 
years back by so conservative a 
figure as the late Sen. Robert Taft 
(R-Ohio) it would have been pos- 
sible for states to use the federal 
‘grants to increase teacher pay as 
well as to put up new buildings.

Through at 
least 1960 (and longer if the birth 
rate holds up), we'll need a mini- 
mum of 153,000 teachers each 
year.” .

It was the MRP deputies who 
were largely instrumental in top- | 
pling the government of Mendes-| 
France last week. | 


Leaders of Pinay’s own rightist | 
independent group insisted at two 
meetings this afternoon that the | 
premier-designate give up his at-| 
tempt to become France's 21st'| 
postwar premier. 


Pinay had said earlier hewould 
persist in his efforts. But it’ was, 
thought he might have to bow to 
the advice of his political col- 
leagues. 


Popular Republican deputies 
met in the assembly and rejected 
participation in a Pinay govern- 
ment by a vote of 27 to 23, with 
four members abstaining. 


CAUCUS OVERRIDE 


The party caucus overrode the 
advice of such prominent MRP 
figures as former premiers 
Georges Bidault and Robert Schu- 
man, who favored going along 
with Pinay. 

The MRP decision, however, | 
did not forbid individual mem- | 
bers from voting for Pinay’s in- 
vestiture. If the premier-desig- 
nate decided to continue his ef- 
fort, he could probably count on 
some of the 85 MRP votes. 

But the MRP refusal left Pinay 
only with the sure support of the 
rightist independents, some rad- 
ical Socialists and some followers 
of Gen. Charles de Gaulle. This 
would add up to only about 230 
votes in the 626-member as- 
sembly.

Official Says 


Good roads are vital to the fu- 
ture of trucking and highway 
transport, H. A. (Mike) Flanakin, 
highway ‘engineer representing 
American Trucking Associations, 
Inc., declared here Wednesday. 

Flanakin, speaking at the clos- 
Ing session of the fourth annual 
Georgia Highway Conference, told 
delegates: 

‘‘More than 50,000 communities 
are now entirely dependent on 
highway transportation for ex- 
change of farm products and 
manufactured goods. In many 
areas a decentralized industria! 
economy has developed which is 
cependent to a large extent on 
motor transport.” 

Road development has not 
kept pace with vehicle improve- 
ment, the speaker pointed out. 

Flanakin reported this year’s 
total motor vehicle registration is 
3.3 per cent higher than in 1952, 


with the number of vehicles in 
the U.S. expected to reach 58.- 


129,000 by next September. 


The trucking industry is ‘‘about 


the only industry left where a 
man can start with one truck 
and develop a business nation- 
wide in scope in a reasonable 
period of time,’’ Flanakin said. 


The trucking association spokes- 


man urged that highway users be 
allowed to “‘participate-from the 
beginning in formulating policies 
on highway planning, taxation. 
finance and administration.’’

VA PLANS TEST 


The Veterans’ Administration 
gnnounced it soon will begin a 
control test on. 200 patients to de- 
termine what the drug will do 
when compared with strep- 
tomycin, an _ anti - tuberculosis 
drug with known effectiveness. 

Cycloserine was discovered in 
the research laboratories of 
Commercial Solvents Corp. of 
Terre Haute, Ind. It was pro 
duced by a strain of micro 
scopic soil molds known as 
Streptomyces from which strep- 
tomycin comes. 

Commerical Solvents set up a 
joint research project with Eli Lilly 
& Company, and officials of both 
companies stressed the need for 
months of additional study before 
a decision is made about market- 
ing the product. They emphasized 
it is ‘‘still too early to define the 
extent of its medical usefulness.”’ 

The American Medical Assn. 
has not evaluated the new tubercu- 
losis treatment.

Two of Gov. Griffin’s major campaign pledges were 
approved by the Georgia Legislature Wednesday to in- 
crease workmen’s compensation benefits and abolish the 


State Turnpike Authority. 

On a 36 to 0 vote, without de- 
bate, the Senate passed and sent 
to the governor the House-ap- 
proved bill to abolish the turn- 
pike authority. 

The House then passed the 
Senate-approved workmen's com- 
pensation bill after tacking on 
a minor amendment. It will go 
to the governor Friday after the 
Senate agrees to the amendment. 

Meanwhile, the House adopted 
ap administration resolution to 
create a Georgia Water Laws Re- 
vision Committee to make a thor- 
ough study of water usage in this 
state. 

CONSERVATION NEED 

Like other candidates for gov- 
ernor last summer, Griffin point- 
ed out the need for action to con- 
serve Georgia’s water resources 
in the face of reported droughts. 

The study committee, instruct- 
ed to report back to the 1956 Leg- 
islature, would be composed of 
the secretary of the State Depart- 
ment of Commerce, the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and nine 
members to be named by the 
governor. It will be a non-paid 
committee. 

The Senate passed one temper- 
ance bill and prepared to pass 
another. The bill approved was 
a proposal by Sen. B. D. Blalock 
of Newnan to permit counties to 
hold referendums for the purpose 
of outlawing the sale of beer. 

Blalock said counties now can 
vote to legalize beer but ‘‘can't 
vote to get rid of it’’ except 
through their county commis- 
sions.

sion over possible violence. Au- 
thorities said there would be no 
difficulty in obtaining permission 
for legitimate meetings. 

Notices were served last night 
on 150 native families in Sophia- 
town to be ready at 6 a.m. today 
to move to Meadowlands, 11 miles 
from the center of Johannesburg 
and four miles from Sophiatown. 


At 4 a.m. white and native police 
assembled in the chilly pre-dawn 
darkness at Sophiatown and Mea- 
dowlands and on the route be- 
tween them to enforce the re- 
moval plan. The white officers 
were armed with pistols, rifles, 
submachine and machine guns; the 
native policemen carried steel- 
pointed spears known as assegais 
and clubs. 


The undertaking had all the as- 
pects of a carefully organized mili- 
tary operation.

As a result of that in- 
vestigation parents throughout the state have drawn together 
and pooled their resources and made & start on helping these 
youngsters—the forgotten ones in all society. 


The efforts of these parents has been a touching thing to 
watch in a day when campaigns for funds are highly organized, 
highly competitive enterprises. They are strictly amateurs, as 
inexperienced as babes in the field. But they had a couple of 
things on their side—the love and compassion that are born of 
struggling single-handedly with tragedy. And they were de- 
termined to do something for their own children and for all 


children similarly handicapped. 


Two or three times their efforts to start a campaign almost 
bogged down. They very nearly failed in their appearance be- 
fore the Fund Appeals Board because of their lack of organiza- 
tion and a smooth, factual presentation of their case. But their 
sincerity and devotion were plain to see and the Fund Appeals 
Board appointed a committee to work with them to get the cam- 


paign going. 


This week letters went out to people all over the state taking 
valentine seals and a request for a contribution to the fund. 
How a group of unorganized men and women got that big mail 
campaign under way is a touching story. Miss Elizabeth Greene, 
a secretary at the Southern Railway, heard about the program 
and decided such tireless, dedicated people needed a hand. She 
suggested to the National Railway Business Women’s Asen. that 


they take it on as a project. 


“We weren’t exactly sure what we could do to help,” Miss 
Greene admitted, ‘“‘but we felt that our training could be used 


somehow.’”’ 


Then she found out that the funds for educating these chil- 
dren depended almost solely on the mail campaign, getting the 
valentine seals to people and getting the money back. 

‘‘Mail is our business,” she said briskly. “It just happened 
I was having an open house for members of the Atlanta club 
at my house on Sunday afternoon.

Ousting the Ameba 
Calls for Antibiotics 


. Amebiasis is named after a 
tiny ameba (Endameba histolyt- 
ical) that lives in the intestinal 
tract of man. This “‘critter’’ be- 
longs to a primitive class of or- 
ganisms consisting of a single 
cell, 

The ameba’s reproductive life 
is simple; it multiplies by di- 
vision. One becomes two, two be- 
come four, and four become 
eight in no time. 

The organism usually enters 
the body in contaminated food 
or fluid, In passing through the 
stomach, its protective overcoat 
is lost and the parasite searches 
for a comfortable spot in the 
wall of the bowel to set up 
housekeeping. 

Each home site ultimately 
breaks down into a small ulcer. 
The resulting irritation leads to 
recurring attacks of diarrhea, 
griping abdominal pain, nausea, 
and occasionally vomiting. 

Some victims of amebiasis act 
as carriers, not realizing they 
have the infection because they 
have no symptoms. 

Professional food handlers who 
harbor amebas are likely to con- 
taminate the meals of thousands 
of people and spread the disease 
far and wide. Many states have 
laws requiring periodic stool ex- 
aminations of all such workers. 

Spontaneous cure of amebia- 
sis is rare. In this respect, it 
differs from the more common 
types of diarrhea that subside 
within a reasonable period. 

This is one reason why treat- 
ment is suggested in amebic 
dysentery and, for this purpose, 
many good remedies are avail- 
able. 

Most of the new products are 
antibiotics. Aureomycin has been 
of value but its thunder may be 
stolen by two new-comers. fu- 
magillin and oxytetracycline. 

Other amebicides include 
milibis, carbarsone, stovarsol, 
and the malaria killer, chloro- 
quine. But some authorities still 
prefer the old reliables, diodo- 


quin and emetine. 


Diodoquin is the least toxic of 
the amebicides and the results 
are surprisingly good. Emetine
